a fmall party of cavalry, and Captain Stratford’s yeo- 
manry, and that being driven into the town of Baltin- 

‘glas, they loft about 150 men. ; 
~ This morning an account has been received from 
Major Hardy, that yelterday a body of between three 
and four thoafand had colle@ed near Dunlavin, when 
they were entirely defeated, with the lofs of three hun- 
_dred men, by Licutenant Gardner at the head of a de- 
tachment of the Antrim militia, and Captain Hardy’s 
‘ahd Captain Hume’s yeomanry. :

MY LORD, ¥ 
nave the fatisfa@ion to inform your Grace, that 
the body of the rebels who for fome days had been in 
confiderable force to the northward of Dublin, were 
3 defeated with very great lofs on their part, by: 
a party of the Reay Fencibles, and the neighbouring 

yeomanry corps, on the hill of Taragh. 

Five companies. of the Reay: fencibles, under the 
‘command of Capt. Segbie, had halted yefterday at Dun- 
-the rebels wefe in great forée, Jad had teeing. that 
‘on Taragh hill, Captain Scobie detached three of the 
companies, under the cammand of Captain M‘Lean, 
with one field-piece, to-the fpot; who being accom- 

~ panied by Lord Fingal and his troop of yeomanry, Cap- 
tain Prefton’s and the Lower Kells yeomanry cavalry, 
-and’Captain Molloy’s company of yeomanry infantry, 
a the rebels; who, after fome refiftance, fled in 
all direétions. 

Three hundred and fifty were found dead in the field 
this morning, among whom was their Commanding Of- 
ficer in his uniform ; many more were killed and wound- 
‘ed. Some Horfes were taken, and great quantities of 
arms. The lofs, on the part of the King’s troops, was 

_nine rank and file killed, and-fixteen wounded. 

The town is perfectly quite, and the only part of the 
country from whence any attack is threatened, is from 
Wicklow. I thall have the honour of addrefling your 
Grace again to-morrpw night.

LAND TAX. 

The order of the day forthe third’ reading of the 
Jand-tax redemption bill was read. 

Lord Suerriecp remarked that every claufe in it 
had been altered, and that 50 or 60 had been added, 
not one of which has been properly difcuffled. He af- 
ferted that neither the Houfe nor the country were ac- 
qvainted with the bill. He ftated, that if the: bill. 
were put off to next feflion, the opinion of the-coun- 
try might be better known. .He gave it as his opinion 
that the meafure would reduce the price of land; and 
he moved as an amendment, that initead of now, the 
bill fhould be read a third time this day three months. 

Mr Jouvirre contended, that when the bill thould 
be looked at in the country, it» would never be borne. |

feconded Lord Sheffield’s motion. 

Sir R. G. Giywxw concéived the meafure to be ne- 
ceflary under the prefent financial fyitem, and that it 
would be of confiderable benefit. All illiberal diftinc- 
tions between the landed and monied intereft fhould be 
at an end now, when extraordinary efforts were ne- 
ceflary. The depreilion of the funds had beer great 
latt year ; and to relieve them was worthy of a great 
and able Minifter. If the prefent meafute had not been 
in contemplation, the lean, inftead of felling at 48, 
would, in his opinion, have been fold at 45. 

Mr Jones was againft precipitating a meafure of 
fuch importance ; a meafure to perpetuate the fupport 
of a ftanding army itfelf. He was therefore for the 
amendment. 

Mr Suaw Lerevae was for the bill, admitting the 
facrifice to be. one which the times required. Great | 
profeflions had been made, and he thought that thofe 
profeflions ought to be followed up by correfpondent 
aétions. "The price of land was never higher than at 
the prefent moment. ' 
Prereerore faid, that, feeling the figitie fenti- 
ments which he had always done, he could not fet the 
bill pafs without his proteit againft it. Selling a tax 
was a new principle, and particularly objectionable at 
this time ; it was very unfair to theJanded property.— 
He conceived the Minifter did not, nor could not mean 
to harrafs any clafs of unoffending. men; and this bill. 
would molt certainly harrafs and vex the fmall landed 
proprietor. He was unacquainted with the financial 
tendency of the meafure but he underitood from thofe 
who were acquainted with the fubje&, that it was likely 
to prove delufive. It appeared to him, that the fairelt 
way would be to abolith the prefent land-tax, and lay 
an additional equal rate, to what amount might be 
deemed neceflary. ; 

He had hitherto fapported Minifters, from mere 
conviction that they were right, but-in this bill he mutt 
oppofe them, and agree in the motion of the Noble 
Lord. , 

The Soticiror Generar defended the bill, and 
argued for the third reading of it. ‘To poftpone it, 
could have no other effect than to defeat the meafure 
entirely ; and he thought it would be fairer, if that was 
_the obje& of any gentleman, freely to avow it. The 
policy of the meafure had been’ repeatedly difcufled, 
and ably defended; it had been generally acknowled- 
ged, and a difpofition manifelled in the country to 
adopt it. He denied that the effect of this meafure was 
to remove any conftitutional check.on the difpofition of 
the annual revenue arifing from the land-tax, becaufe 
there was a provifion in the bill to fecure another fund 
to the fame purpofe; this equivalent ‘revenue would 
be equally liable to an annual vote of Parliament, and 
defigned to give the fame conftitutional check. He 
denied that the appointment of Commiffioners was an 
object of patronage, or that it ought to difqualify mem- 
bers} from fitting in that Houfe ; he thought that the

rs of that Houfe; and to delay the meafure 
would prove an inconvenience to many gentlemen who 
had already made provifion to make the purchafe.— 
With regard tothe idea which had been fuggefted, of 
making an equal charge upon all property, he confider- 
ed it to be perfectly chimerical ; but an equal charge 
upon income, he thought might be practicable, and 
what he hoped to fee done. ’ 

Mr Denison complained that the bill would have 
an injurious tendency with refpect to gentlemen of 
landed property, who would: be kept under the hatches 
during its operation. Add to which, that after March 
1799, thofe who had not been able to rédeem their 
land, would be expofed to the public eye, which he 
confidered a great hardfhip. He forefaw that a freth 
land tax was intended to be the refult of this meafure ; 
better to have impofed one fhiiling in the pound to the 
exifting land tax. No men of landed property who 
are not alfo monied men, would be able to redeem their 
tax ; it would alfo caufe a large capital of the country 
to be locked up. On all thefe accounts he withed the 
meafure to be poftponed, to give the country further 
time to approve or difapprove of it. 

Sir F. Burperr oppofed the third reading—He 
began with advifing the Houfe to take their ftand on 
the ancient way; and then proceeded to faggeft that 
there were other fources to which the country fhould 
look for a fupply of revenue; fuch were the fale of 
Crown lands, without inconfenience of creating a new 
fund, befides improving the Crown revenue. He would 
likewife fuggeft the Church,revenue, as another object ; 
for no one could deny that that was a fair objec of tax- 
ation, more efpecially when religion was faid to be con- 
cerned in the prefent conteft. He would alfo fuggeft 
a war tax on all placesy penfions, and emoluments, 
which encouraged, in the poffeffors, an abject fervili- 
ty to the Crown, and a coniftant propenfity to facrifice 
the liberties of the people. 

Sir W. Putreney thought, as the meafure was con- 
feffedly flow in its operation, a short delay was perfea- 
ly reafonable ; efpecially as it was a meafure quite new, 
and unthoyght of by their anceltors ; and ifthe meafure 
were poftponed to another fefhon, it would only fuffer 
a delay of a few months. 

Mr Ryper faid, the Houfe and country had had 
notice of this meafure, even from laft December, whith 
was as long as in any other cafe. During this period 
the country had difcovered no oppofition to the prin- 
ciples of the bill, though it had been thoroughly can- 
vafled. So far as could be judged already, the expec- 
tation of the bill had produced a beneficial effect, and 
ferved to keep up the price of Stocks. What would 
be the confequence of delay? It would produce in the 
country the complete effect of rejecting the bill. If the 
meafure would give greater vigour to the refources of 
the country, if it would tend to.improve the terms of 
future leans, and eventually benefit landholders them- 
felves, he could not fee the policy of delaying it, 

Mr Sueripan denied that the obje& of the motion 
for delay was to defeat the meafure, but only to poft-

Delay was the more necefiary, 

as he believed: this was the only Legiflative meafure 

from which, if adopted, there could be no retreat, tf 
the Jand-tax was fold. He confeffed that there was no 

compulfion on landholders to purchafe ; there was in- 
deed the.compulfion of pride; and from this principle 
many would be led to diftrefs themfelves, and to fell 
off part of their property in order to purchafe the land- 
tax for the reft. On conftitutional grounds he thought 
the land-tax Commiflioners ought to be excluded a feat 
in Parliament. He thowght that laying an addition oo 
the Jand-tax was the worft mode of taxation. Why 
fhould it be aflumed in argument, that the land- 
tax only would be perpetual ? Should other taxes, at 
any fubfequent period, be taken off, the reduction of 
the land-tax would alfo be a pofhble and probable mea- 
fure. ‘ 

He had made a calculation of the whole taxes on an 
eftate of 1801. a year, and he had found them amount 
to 136]. leaving a balance of only 44l.; whereas a 
perfon whofe property was in the Funds, and living in 
a houfe fimilar to the other, paid taxes only to the a- 
mount of 51. Ina word, there were no perfons who 
fuffered more in their fituations than perfons of {mall 
landed eftates. 

After fome further debate, the houfe divided— 

For the amendment, 33—Againft it, 135. 

Mr Sueaipan ‘propofed a claufe, by way of rider, 
the object of which was to enable Parliament to repeal 
this act, and in that event, to refcind any purchafe 
that might have been made. 

Mr Ryper oppefed the claufe. On a divifion there 
appeared—For the cla?:, 18—Againft it, 116. 

Several divifions afterwards took place upon other 
claufes that were propofed ; after which the further con- 
fideration of the bill was put off till to-morrow.

FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

The Arrorney Generar faid, in conformity to 
the notice he had given, he now rofe to move for leave 
to bring in a bill to prevent perfons from voluntarily re- 
pairing to or refiding, during the war, in countries not 
in amity with Great Britain. It was neceflary to ftate to 
the Houfe, that acts fimilar to the bill he now moved 
for, had been paffed in the reign of King William, and 
at different periods down to the reign of George II. In 
the 34th of his prefent Majelty, an aé& paffed, (the 
Traitorous Correfpondence act) making it a mifdemea- 
nour to go to France, but no law exifted to prevent 
perfons refiding in the enemy’s country. ‘The neceflity 
of preventing any correfpondence muft be obvious to 
every gentleman; he fhould therefore offer the bill to 
the notice of the Houfe, hoping that they would be of 
opinion that the circumftances of the cafe rendered it 
neceflary. Leave was given, the bill brought in, and 
read a fir(t time, and ordered to be printed.

Mr Sr Joun gave notice of his intention to bring 
forward-a motion on Wednefday, relative to the treat- 
ment of Mr A. O’Connor, fubfequent to his acquittal at 
Maidftone.

The Houfe, on the motion of Mr Rofe refolved it- 
felf into a Committee, to confider the aét impofing a 
duty on hats. ‘The aét being read, 

Mr Rost moved a refolution, that the rates and 
duties payable on hats, fhall be levied on all hats, caps, 
and bonnets, of whatever materials the fame are made, 
except cotton or linen, and chip or ftraw hats and bon- 
nets worn by females. 

The refolution was agreed to, and the report order- 
ed to be #eceived to-morrow.

Extract of a letter from Major General Sir Jamas Durr, to 
Lieut. General Lake, dited Monafterevan, May 29. 1798. 
«TI marched from Limerick on Sunday morning | 
with fixty dragoons, Dublin militia, three field pieces, 
and two curricle guns, to open the communication with 
Dublin, which I judged of the utmo importance to 
Government. By means of cars for the infantry, I 
reached this place in forty-eight hours. I am new, at 
feven o’clock this morning (Tuefday), marching to fur- 
round the town of Kildare, the head quarters of the 
rebels, with feven nieces of artillery, one hundred and 
fifty dragoons, and three hundred and fifty infantry, de- 
termined to make a dreadful example of the rebels. 1 
have left the whole country behind me perfectly quiet, 
and well protected by means of the troops and yeoman- 

ry corps. 
** | hope to be able to forward this to you by the mail 
coach, which 1 will efcort to Naas. IL am {fafficiently * 
{trong. You may depend on my prudence and 4 
My guns are well manned, and the troops in high 
fpiits. The cruelties the rebels have committed on 
fome of the officers and men have exafperated them to 
a preat degree.
